1. PARAGRAPH 3 OF REFTEL INDICATES THAT OSADEBAY CONCLUDED 
THAT 1972 PROTOCOL TO U.S./U.K. EXTRADITION TREATY HAD 

BEEN SUCCEEDED TO BY THE GCOB AND WAS IN EFFECT BAHAMIAN 
LAW. HE ALSO INDICATED THAT QUESTIONS ASKED AS TO THE 
MEANING OF THE PROTOCOL OR WHY IT HAD BEEN WRITTEN SHOULD 
BE ANSWERED BY THE GCOB MINEXTAFF AFTER CONSULTATION WITH 
THE U.K. FOREIGN OFFICE. 

2. JUSTICE DEPARTMENT REQUESTS THAT EMBASSY ASK FOR 
OPINION FROM ADDERLEY AS TO WHETHER 1972 PROTOCOL AND 
THEREBY NEW TREATY TO WHICH IT RELATES ARE IN FACT IN 
EFFECT FOR THE BAHAMAS AND PART OF BAHAMIAN LAW. 

RESPONSE COULD THEN BE OFFERED TO OSADEBAY. 
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3. PLEASE ADVISE OF ADDERLEY'S RESPONSE TO JUSTICE 
REQUEST.
